reason for amending the claims before international publication. Furthermore, it should be emphasized that provisional 
protection is available in some States only (see PCT Applicant and B2). 



What parts of the international application may be amended? 

Under Article 19, only the claims may be amended.

Preliminary Examining Authority. The description and drawings may only be amended under Article 34 before the 
International Preliminary Examining Authority.
